VOWS to 

continue 
raids on 
Kharg 

BAHRAIN (Agencies) — Iraq 
vowed Tuesday to keep dropping 
bombs on Iran’s Kharg Island oil 
terminal until dipping becomes 
impossible and the Iranian eco- 
nomy is chocked as member states 
of the Gulf Cooperation Council 
(GCC) accused Tehran of failing 
to respond to efforts to end its war 
with Iraq. 

“Iraq win mobilise its entire air 
force to destroy Iran’s economic 
interests.” the Iraqi armed forces 
•chief of staff. Major General 
Abdul Jawad Zanoun. told the 
Baghdad newspaper A1 Jum- 
houriyeh. “We will keep dropping 
bombs on Kharg until oil shipping 
becomes impossible. No repairs 
will be allowed” in die island's jet- 
ties. 

A summary of Gen. Zanoun’s 
statement was distributed here by 
the Gulf News Agency. 

He was alluding to four air raids 
on Kharg. Iran’s key oil shipping' 
terminal in the northeastern sec- 
tor of the Gulf. The first attack 
occurred Aug. 15, when the Iraqis 
said they turned ofl installations 
on Kharg into a “smouldering, 
wreckage.” 

But die Iranians continued to 
ship erode oD from Kharg at sli- 
ghtly less than normal capacity,! 
according to Gulf-based maritime 
toping companies. 

The Iraqi bombers retained to 
Khaig Aug. 25 and Aug. 30 and 
dropped a total of twenty 500- 
kSogramme bombs cm the island,

BEIRUT (Agencies) — An unk- 
nown number of Israeli-backed 
.“South Lebanese Aimy” (SLA) 
militiamen were killed or wou- 
nded to a suicide car bomb attack 
on Tuesday near Israel’s self- 
styled “security zone” to South 
Lebanon, reports reaching here 
from Sidon said.

In Bei- 
rut, a pro-Syrian Lebanese party 
daimed responsibility for the att- 
ack. 

Within an hour after the bom- 
bing, Israeli troops and SLA men 
shelled five villages near the South 
Lebanese market town of Nab- 
■atiyeh. 

Beirut Radio and the “Voice, of 
the Nation” radio, said many SLA 
militiamen were killed or wou- 
nded to the car bombing. But nei- 
ther radio gave a specific toll. 

The Lebanese Arab Socialist 
Baath Party claimed responsibility 
for the bombing. 

A statement issued by the 
s Beirut office identified the 
er as Issam Ahmad Hussein 
Khodr, 22, of Keiat to east Leb- 
anon’s Bekaa Volley. 

The statement said 62 SLA mil- 
itiamen were “killed or wounded” 


and seven other Israeli int- 
elligence servicemen were injured 
to toe attack. The casualties were 
evacuated by Israeli helicopters,

It said eight SLA halftrack and 
military vehicles supplied by Israel 
also were destroyed by toe exp- 
losion of toe car that was packed 
with 300 kilogrammes of TNT and 
h exogene hi gh explosives. 

The suicide bombing was at 
least toe eighth on Israeli troops or 
toe SLA since Israel withdrew toe 
bulk of its troops from Lebanon to 
June, leaving behind hundreds of 
soldiers to support SLA fighters. 

The Baath Party later dis- 
tributed a videotaped farewell sta- 
tement Khodr recorded before his 
suicide mission. 

Dressed in a camouflaged fat- 
igues and flashing the V-for- 
-victory sign, toe moustached 
Khodr declared to Arabic that 
'“^reat sacrifices are required.... to 
stop toe oppressive measures of 
toe Zionist enemy and his sur- 
rogates.” 

“We want to prove to toe whole 
world that we are a nation det- 
ermined to liberate our land” he 
said,

Arafat accuses U.S. of breaking 
promise to meet joint delegation 


TUNIS (R) — Palestinian leader 
Yasser Arafat accuses toe United 
States of backtracking on pro- 
mises to see a Jordan i an - 
Palestinian delegation and con- 
tinues to defend use of military 
struggle against Israel in the occ- 
upied Arab territories. 

The FLO chairman fold Reu- 
ters in an interview that President 
Reagan had promised toe United 
States would see such a delegation 
as a step to latest Middle East 
peace moves. 

“I am sony to say that the Ame- 
rican administration is retreating 
completely, although they gave 
this promise to the Jordanian gov- 
ernment and President 
gave this promise to King 
sein.” Mr. Arafat said. 

U.S. Assistant Secretary of 
State Richard Murphy last month 
completed a Middle East tour wit- 
hout seeing such a delegation. 


Any such meeting would have 
marked a significant shift in U.S.

Asked whether a recent ups- 
urge of PLO military operations to 
Israeli-occupied territories sig- 
nified a new PLO emphasis on mil- 
itary action. Mr. Arafat said: 

“You see our people are facing 
occupation, oppression... so they 
have the right to use ali methods to 
face this oppression.” 

The PLO leader, who was spe- 
aking to toe house of a PLO off- 
icial m a seaside suburb of Tunis, 
added that this was .toe Pal- 
estinians’ right according to int- 
ernational law and according to 
toe United Nations Charter. 

Israel said its navy intercepted a 
boat at toe weekend carrying Pal-,

'attack on Israel. Israeli Prime 
Minister Shimon Peres accused 
Mr. Arafat a week ago of per- 
sonalty command tog PLO attacks 
on Israel. 

Mr. Arafat stressed the imp- 
ortance of an international Middle 
East peace conference under U.N. 
auspices. 

But he said toe PLO would not 
accept any preconditions for an 
earlier dialogue with Washington. 

Asked whether the PLO was 
prepared to accept LLN. Res- 
olution 242, a key document bec- 
ause it implies recognition of Isr- 
ael. Mr. Arafat said: 

"First of all it is a matter of pri- 
nciple. we can’t accept pre- 
conditions. we said that eve- 
rything has to be discussed around 
the table, but not with pre- 
conditions.”

“Therefore Mr. Chancellor, pull 
yourself together... show at last 
some spiritual and moral lea- 
dership — dismiss Mr. Zim- 
mermann from his office ” he 
added. 

Repeatedly interrupted by bar- 
racking from toe opposition SPD 
and Greens Party, Dr. Kohl rep- 
lied that Mr. Zimmennaim bore 
no political responsibility for toe 
defection of Hans Joachim Tiedge 
and would stay in his post 

"I tell yon I have no intention of 
dismissing this minister,” he 
added.

Prime Minister Kama! Hasson 
Alt again attacked Libyan leader 
Muammar /adhafi for his dec- 
ision to expel foreign migrant 
workers, including up to 100.000 
Egyptians. 

He added that “the situation in 
Libya is very unsettled and I think 
the army and people are under 
great pressure from their gov- 
ernment. This will perhaps lead to 
an explosion.” 

He was commenting Monday 
night on a report by the Cairo 
newspaper AI Ahram of a mutiny 
in the Libyan army which it said 
was foiled by Col. .'adhafi. 

Libyan sources have dismissed 
the report os “nonsense." 

AI Ahram in an editorial Tue- 
sday described Col. ‘adhafi as a 
“narrow-minded tyrant” in com- 
ment on his speech last Sunday in 
'which he advocated revolution 
and force to achieve Arab unity. 

The English-language Egyptian 
Gazette said “ adhaffs threat 
certainly serves as a reminder of 
the need to be vigilant against 
(his) intrigues. 

“As far as Egypt is concerned, 
such vigilance will undoubtedly 
'continue.” it said. 

Meanwhile Algerian President 
Chadli Benjedid" met President 
Habib Bourguiba Monday on the 
crisis between Tunisia and Libya 
and promised that Algeria would 
“always be at Tunisia's side.” 

The visit came amid signs of a 
slowdown in the expulsions of 
Tunisian emigrant workers from 
Libya, the cause of the dispute. 
Tunisia has accused Libyan leader 
Muammar .'adhafi of massing 
troops on the border and thr- 
eatening to use force. 

Diplomatic sources said Mr. 


departing for home assured Mr. 
Bourguiba that “Algeria will alw- 
ays be at Tunisia's side in all cir- 
cumstances.” 

More than 28.000 Tunisians 
have been forced to leave Libya, 
out of a total of 92.000 who were 
in the country. Tunisia retaliated 
by expelling 283 Libyans accused 
of spying. 

TAP said only 177 Tunisians 
were expelled in the last 24 hours, 
well down from daily figures of 
between 1.000 and 2.500 at the 
height of the exodus last months. 

In the first move to try to solve 
the dispute, diplomatic sources 
said Tunis has agreed to send a 
committee of experts to Tripoli to 
discuss the forced exodus of wor- 
kers. 

But so far there has been no 
word from Libya whether it is pre- 
pared to set up a similar com- 
mittee for the talks, which were 
proposed by Kuwait in a med- 
iation attempt a week ago. die 
sources said. 

In Algiers, military leaders from 
Tunisia held talks with Algerian 
generals Monday. 

The official Algerian News 
Agency APS said Maj.-Gen.Mos- 
tefa Benloucif. the Algerian army 
chief of staff, and a Tunisian del- 
egation led by Brig.-Gen. Youssef 
Barakat met at the Defence Min- 
istry to discuss questions of mutual 
interest. 

The ailing 82-year-old Bou- 
rguiba received Mr. Benjedid 
while vacationing in his birthplace 
in southern Tunisia. The Algerian- 
leader was accompanied by a large 
delegation including his Foreign 
Minister Ahmad Taleb Ibrahimi 
and Interior Minister M’hamed 
Haj Yala. 


Tunisian and Algerian officials. „ 
who would not allow their names 
to be used, said the hurriedly arr- 
anged “visit of friendship” emp- 
hasised Algeria’s “active sol- 
idarity" with Tunisia in con- 
fronting recent threats and acts of. 
hostility by Col. .'adhafi 

Algerian sources said he ass- 
ured Mr. Bourguiba that Algeria 
would not tolerate violations of 
Tunisia's sovereignty and ind- 
ependence. 

Tunisia and Algeria are linked 
by a 1983 " treaty of brotherhood 
and concord” which calls for pea- 
ceful settlement of all regional 
conflicts, but does not aut- 
omatically include military ass- 
istance against outside attack. 

Col. ,'adbafi has threatened to 
“use force if necessary” to silence 
Tunisian critics of the expulsions. 
In a speech Sunday marlring the 
16th anniversary of the army coup 
which brought aim to power. Col. 
'adhafi again publidy threatened 
to “impose Arab unity and rev- 
olution by force throughout the 
Arab nation” 

Tunisia has protested to Libya 
against Libyan troop con- 
centrations on its border and three 
successive violations of its air- 
space by Libyan MiG fighter- 
bombers in the past week. Tun- 
isian officials said. 

The state-run Algerian media 
emerged from their habitual dis- 
cretion to criticise the Libyan pre- 
ssure on Tunisia as a “new cause 
of tension” in North Africa. In 
A Igiers. an explosion damaged the 
offices of the Libyan Airline Sun- 
day night. There were no injuries, 
and the Algerian authorities att- 
ributed die blast to “an escape of 
gas.” 

Algeria has a 170.000-man 
Soviet-eauiDoed army- one of the 
largest in Africa.. Col. 'adhaffs*. 
75.000- man army has acquired an 
estimated $10 b31R>n worth of 
arms from the Soviet Union in the 
past decade, including an est- 
imated 3.000 heavy tanks. Wed- 
ged between its two powerful nei- 
ghbours. Tunisia. the smallest nat- 
ion in North Africa, has armed 
forces totalling 35.000 men equ- 
ipped mostly by the United States 
and France. 


14 Moroccans sentenced to death for coup plot 


RABAT (R) — Fourteen Mor- 
occans were sentenced to death by 
a Casablanca criminal court dur- 
ing the night after being convicted 
of plotting to overthrow the mon- 
archy and set up an Islamic reg- 
ime. the Moroccan News Agency 
MAP reported Tuesday. 

Five of the condemned men 
were present in court and nine 
were tried in their absence, inc- 
luding Abdelkrim Moutii, leader 
of the “Islamic Youth” Movement 
accused of planning an urban ter- 
rorism campaign with arms and 
explosives smuggled into the cou- 
ntry from neighbouring Algeria. 

The remainder of the 26 acc- 
used. who have been on trial for 
two weeks, were sentenced to pri- 
son terms ranging from five years 
to life, mduding nine people sen- 
tenced to 20 years. 


The prosecutor had demanded 
death'penalties for all 26. 

Three of the principal accused 
present. Mustapha Oukil. Abd- 
ellah Hakimi and Belkasem Hak- 
imL had told the court they pla- 
nned a “Jihad", or holy war. to 
overthrow the monarchy and set 
up an Islamic regime. 

They admitted to being trained 
in military camps in Algeria run by 
die Polisario guerrilla movement 
fighting Morocco for ind- 
ependence of Ihe Western Sahara. 

According to the prosecution, 
they were given arms and cash by 
the Algerian military and planned 
terrorist outrages in major Mor- 
occan cities like Casablanca. Tan- 
gier and Agadir. 

The three also admitted having 
smuggled in from Algeria sub- 
machine guns, automatic pistols. 


ammunition. TNT explosives, 
fuses and remote-control det- 
onators hidden in crates of dates 
carried by motorcycles. The wea- 
pons were exhibited in court 

Abdellah and Belkasem Hak- 
imi were arrested on July 10 after 
crossing the Algerian border with 
the smuggled arms. The other 
accused were arrested later in the 
month. 

The absent leader of die con- 
spiracy. Abdelkrim Moutii. who 
lives in exile, was already sen- 
tenced to death in Ins absence Last 
year at a trial of 71 Islamic fun- 
damentalists charged with plotting 
the overthrow of the monarchy to 
set up an I ranian-style Islamic reg- 
ime. 

At last year's trial, 13 were con- 
demned to death and over 30 jai- 
led for life 
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Muasher leaves for 
Tunis economic talks 


AMMAN (Petra) — Jordan will 
take part in the Arab League Eco- 
nomic and Social Council meeting 
due to open in Tunis on Thursday • 

The Jord anian government del- 
egated Minster of Industry and 
Trade Rajai AI Muasher to lead a 
Jordanian delegation' to the mee- 
ting which will discuss adverse eff- 
ects on Arab economies due to the 
enlargement of the European 
Community (EC) and difficulties 
which Arab countries encounter 
in marketing their produce in EC 
markets. 

Dr. Muasher will leave for 
Tunis Wednesday to take part in 
the three-day meeting, and will 
later chair a meeting of the joint 
Jordanian -Tunisian Committee 
due to convene on Sept. 8. 


Ministry of Industry and Trade 
sources said that the committee 
will be discussing, among other 
things, lists of exchanged goods 
between the two countries and 
removal of restrictions imposed 
on imported goods from either 
country. 

Also to be discussed is a tourist 
draft project and facilities for org- 
anising trade fairs for national 
products in either country, the 
sources said. 

After the Tunis visit. Dr. Mua- 
sher will go to Rabat ro chair the 
joint Jordanian-Moroccan Com- 
mittee meeting on Sept 10. 

This committee will make a 
general review of trade and eco- 
nomic cooperation between Jor- 
dan and Morocco. 


Genscher: 
Summit 
may help 
Mideast 
peace efforts 

CAIRO (R) — West German 
Foreign Minister Hans- Dietrich 
Genscher. ending a Middle East 
tour, has suggested that a sup- 
erpower summit set forNovember 
might help obtain a settlement of 
the Arab-Israel dispute.

“We believe that sincere steps 
should be taken in that direction 
before President Reagan and Sec- 
retary Gorbachev’s meeting that 
would constitute a contribution to 
stability and world peace.” 

He urged Arabs to settle their 
own differences and said: “It is 
difficult to maintain peace in Eur- 
ope if peace is not assured in your 
area, and conversely it is difficult 
.to presence peace here if peace is 
: endangered in Europe.” .... 

Mr. Gensdier cut short his visit 
to Cairo to attend Tuesday’s eme- 
rgency cabinet session in Bonn to 
discuss aspy scandal that has roo- 
ked his country in recent weeks. 

Mr. Genscher said talks with 
Egyptian President Hosni Mub- 
arak centred on trilateral relations 
and cooperation on political, eco- 
nomic and cultural levels as well as 
the Lran-Iraq war and the Middle 
East situation in general.

CAIRO (R) — Sudanese Prime 
Minister AI Gazouli Dafaa Allah 
secretly visited Nairobi last month 
to seek Kenyan help in his efforts 
to negotiate peace with rebels in 
southern Sudan, the Sudanese 
daily AI Ayam has reported. 

It said Kenyan President Daniel 
A rap Mbi contacted Sudanese 
rebel leader Col. John Garang 
after his talks with Mr. Dafaa 
Allah. 

The paper also reported that 
Col. Garang's Sudan Peoples Lib- 
eration Army (SPLA) was pre- 
paring to hold a meeting in Eth- 
iopia this week to formulate a 
stand on the Khartoum gov- 
ernment’s calls fof dialogue. 


Sudan’s military ruler Geo. 
Abdul .Ra hman Swareddahab. 
who .led a coup last April 6 which 
ousted former President Jaafar 
Numeiri. said at the time that res- 
olving the problem of the south 
was a top priority but Col-Garang 
has rejected repeated calls by 
Khartoum to negotiate peace. 

Meanwhile Sudanese Defence 
Minister Brigadier Osman Abd- 
ullah Mohammad said Monday he 
planned to head a military del- 
egation to Cairo in the first week 
of October. Egypt’s Middle East 
News Agency reported from Kha- 
rtoum Monday. 

Mohammad’s 
first visit to Cairo 


BEIRUT ( R) — At least 335 peo- 
ple died violently in Lebanon last 
month, when the country was roc- 
ked by severe factional fighting 
and a series of car bomb exp- 
losions. security, hospital and mil- 
itia sources said. 

About 60 of the total were vic- 
tims of non-pofitical violence. The 
comparative overall July total was 
258. but the August figure was still 
well down on the 800 killed in 
May when fighting engulfed Bei- 
rut's Palestinian refugee camps. 

Four car bomb blasts in Chr- 
istian and Muslim sectors of Bei- 
rut last month killed at least 64 
people, while a fifth car bombing 
killed 50 people in the northern 
port of Tripoli. 


At least 131 people died in fer- 
ocious factional artillery battles 
which engulfed Beirut and mou- 
ntain areas up to 50 kilometres 
from the capital. 

In Tripoli, fighting between 
Sunni Muslim fundamentalists 
and militiamen of the pro-Syrian 
Arab Democratic Party killed at 
least five people, including a Leb- 
anese army soldier. 

In South Lebanon, more than 
i 2 civilians were shot dead by Isr- 
aeli troops or fighters of the 
Israeli-backed "South Lebanon' 
Army 9 ' (SLA) militia in Israel's 
self-declared security rone. 

Commandos killed two Israeli 
soldiers in the rone. 


Israel exporting mercenaries to the world

TEL AVIV — You won’t find 
them listed in the yellow pages, 
and they don’t hand out calling 
cards. But their business spans 
four continents, from the palaces 
of Third World dictators to the 
limousines of European ind- 
ustrialists. 

They are men in their 20s and 
30s with experience in elite Israeli 
combat units who sell their exp- 
ertise as bodyguards and weapons 
instructors abided:

Recruitment is sometimes car- 
ried out through former Israeli 
security agents who live abroad or 
through wealthy ex-patriate Isr- 
aelis. said a reserve army captain, 
who is deputy manager of an est- 
ablished Tel Aviv security firm. 


He spoke on condition that he be 
identified only as Ary eh. 

Airlines are some of the most 
recent employers in the market, 
he told the Associated Press in an

They are tra- 
ined to be loyal in the army and 
loyalty in this business' is a hard 
trait to buy”, said Aryeh. who is 
lean; and brash and wore dark 
sunglasses through most of the 
interview: 

“The Israelis' skills are so highly 
valued overseas that knowledge of 
foreign languages is not usually 
required.” he added. 

For example, Aryeh said, he 
recently returned from a two-day 
job in London. “Some rich guy 
called up and said he needed two 
guards for a short time they didn't 
need to speak English, just be 


there.'* he said, declining to give 
further details. 

A journalist who has studied 
mercenaries. Aryeh Egozi of the 
mass circulation Yediot Ahronot 
newspaper, wrote that a loose Isr- 
aeli mercenary network extends 
all die way to the Philippines, 
where Israelis form part of the 
small private army that guards. 
President Ferdinand Marcos. 

Egozi also said in an interview 
that Israelis guard wealthy lan- 
downers in the Philippine*;, bus- 
inessmen in Mexico and ind- 
ustrialists who fear kidnappings in 
Germany and Italy. 

- • Another Israeli who described 
himself as a “security expert” but 
declined to be identified by name, 
said Israelis guard the gaming tab- 
les at the Sun City Casino in the 
South African black homeland of

Israelis also guard the leaders of 
another black homeland. CiskeL 
where several Israeli businessmen 
have invested in local industries, 
said the security specialist whose 
Tel Aviv office walls are covered 
wife posters advertising Israeli- 
made weapons. 

Israel has sent nnlitary advisers 
to Africa. Asia and Latin America 
to teach weapons and the pro- 
tection of government leaders. 

“These jobs have much to offer 
our young men. It’s exciting, it’s a 
way to see the world and it’s exc- 


ellent money.” said the security 
expert. 

He declined to say if the Israeli 
government was involved off- 
icially or unofficially in the emp- 
loyment of Israeli guards abroad. 
The Foreign Ministry also dec- 
lined to comment 

An experienced guard can earn 
as much as $50 an hour on a bod- 
yguard assignment according to 
David Dor. who owns a private 
investigations office in Tel Aviv 
and has worked abroad. 

Although their specialty is wea- 
pons. many mercenaries are ban- 
’ ned from carrying guns in foreign 
countries. “Some of them make 
derwith substitutes such as che- 
mical sprays and others take a 
chance and carry guns anyway.” 
said Dor. 

Eytan Savir. a 23-year-old res- 
erve army lieutenant has just fin- 
ished a five-year tour with the Isr- 
aeli army. He boasts extensive 
combat experience in Lebanon 
and a black-belt in martial arts. 

Savir is going to the United Sta- 
tes to teach an Israeli-developed 
method of self-defence to Jewish 
communities. He is also looking 
for other security-related work. 

"I can offer experience, ini- 
tiative. calmness in situations of 
stress. I don’t have much money, 
and I want the excitemenL too. So 
what’s wrong with wanting to be a 
mercenary?” he said.

A .»ABA (Petra) — Jordanian 
phosphates shipped through 
.‘Aqaba port over the first five 
months of 1985 registered an inc- 
rease of 349.85 1 tonnes over the 
same period of last year. 

;A statistical report by the Jor- 
danian Pons Corporation said 
.that the total amount of exported 
phosphates from Aqaba were 
660.897 tonnes between January, 
and May against 311.046 in the 
same period of 1984.

Meanwhile, a Palestinian cha- 
rged with membership in the PLO 
was sen tenced Monday to 30 years 
in jail for an alleged role in the 
bombing attacks in the southern 
coastal town of Ashdod in which 
two people were injured earlier 
this year. 

Ali Ramadan Najer. 24. of the 
Jabaliya refugee camp in the occ- 
upied Gaza Strip, was convicted 


by a military court of causing "gri- 
evous bodily harm and property 
damage.” Three other Pal- 
estinians also charged with the 
three attacks are still standing 
trial. 

In the Golan Heights, military 
officials said they would set up 
security checkpoints outside Jew- 
ish settlements and increase pat- 
rols because of what they des- 
cribed as a surge in co mm a ado act- 
ivities. 

Israeli forces last week detained 
15 people from the Syrian Golan, 
which Israel occupied in 1967.

There was no independent con- 
firmation of casualties on Tue- 
sday. But there has always been a 
sharp difference between casualty- 
counts listed by commandos on 
one hand and Israel and the SLA 
on the other. 

The Baathists has claimed four 
of the eight kamkaze bombings in 
recent weeks. The Syrian Social 
Nationalist Party, another 
Lebanon-based pro-Syrian fac- 
tion. claimed the other three. 

Reporters in the market town of 
Nabatiyeh. 10 kilometres nearby 
Ali Taher hills shelled five villages 
with artiUery and tank fire an hour 
after the car-bombing. First rep- 
orts said at least five people were 
injured in the shelling. 

Crisis in west Beirut 

In west Beirut queues formed 
at bakeries and most petrol sta- 
tions were shut for lack of sup- 
plies. The problems became more 
acute after troops dosed "green 
fare” crossings to and from the 
eastern sector overnight amid a 
wave of sectarian kidnappings. 

Much of the west’s gasoline and 
grain normally come from stores 


in east Beirut and north. Lebanon. 

In a communique published on 
Tuesday the army warned citizens 
not even to approach the “green 
line.” 

The communique followed a 
Falange radio report that five 
people were kidnapped while try- 
ing to cross the line on Monday. 

At least 150 people have been 
abducted in Beirut in a sectarian 
kidnapping spree which started 
last month amid heightened ten- 
sion following heavy militaTy fig- 
hting. Militia sources say some 40 
of the abducted are still missing. 

Beirut Radio said west Beirut 
was threatened with a serious sho- 
rtage of essential supplies inc- 
luding petrol and grain. 

Falange radio said fighters of 


the Progressive Socialist Party 
(PSP) raided scone; of homes in 
the Meth hill area east of Beirut on 
Tuesday and took 50 hostages. 
The report could not be ind- 
ependently confirmed. 

Bakery owners Malek Zaarour 
told Reuters flour distributors had 
been rationing supplies in west 
Beirut for two weeks but “now 
they don’t have any more flour to 
give us." 

•He said his bakery, where about 
40 people were waiting to be ser- 
ved, had supplies for only one 
more day. 

"Shortages of gasoline, sho- 
rtages of ethics and now sho- 
rtages of bread — how can we live 
without bread?” asked a man 
queuing at a bakery guarded by 
militiamen.

Committee finalises study 
on computerisation; Cabinet 

to adopt recommendations 


AMMAN (Petra) — A ministerial committee ent- 
rusted with laying down rules, specifications and 
standards on the use of computer systems in Jor- 
danian public and private organisations has com- 
pleted a detailed study on the subject and referred its 
recommendations and findings to the cabinet. 


. According to the Jordanian 
News Agency. Petra, the cabinet 
will soon decide on practical steps 
•ro be taken to implement the 
committee's study and rec- 
ommendations. 

On Sunday the cabinet ent- 
rusted the subject of introducing 
computers into the country on a 
wide-scale to a committee com- 
prising the ministers of finance, 
enejgy. planning and occupied 
territories affairs, and announced 
that consent is now given to var- 
ious government departments to 
purchase computers for their own 
work., but not exceeding JD 
20.000 a piece. 

The committee recommended 
to the cabinet that citizens should 
be encouraged to personally use 
computers and that due attention 
should be given to training people 
to use computers, their systems 
and programmes. 

The committee also rec- 
ommended that a work team of 


specialists in computers should lay 
down standards and specifications 
for systems that ought to be used 
fa Jordan. In noted that awareness 
on the use and importance of 
computers should be spread to 
schools as soon as possible in view 
of the computers' importance in 
education at schools, universities 
and other educational institutions. 

The ministerial committee rec- 
ommended to the cabinet that 
contacts should be made with a 
foreign country, now imp- 
lementing a wide-scale national 
computer awareness programme 
in order to benefit from its exp- 
erience. and that cooperation 
should be launched with the Kuw- 
aiti Scientific Research Institute to 
benefit from its experiment in this 
field. 

It also recommended that a 
large scale information pro- 
gramme be launched in Jordan at 
all levels to spread awareness on 


the significance of computers and 
their benefits in all walks of life. 

An official government spo- 
kesman commenting on the nr 
measure, said Tuesday that the 
government's concern over this 
matter stems from the fact that the 
whole world is going through 
modernisation fa an age of inf- 
ormation that can he obtained 
through electronic equipment, 
mainly computers, for benefiting 
industry, education and for pro- 
moting various services. 

He said that in the past all gov- 
ernments’ concern focused on the 
eradication of illiteracy but now it 
has shifted to spreading the use of 
computers for easy access to inf- 
ormation which is of special imp- 
ortance to students at various lev- 
els and to citizens employed in 
almost any field. 

The computers era is yet ano- 
ther form of technological dev- 
elopment. but it is also a rev- 
olutionary way for obtaining kno- 
wledge and information, no less 
significant for mankind than the 
invention of priming machines 
that allowed people" to convey 
.knoweldgc and information in a 
speedy and economical manner 
through all generations, the spo- 
kesman added. 


GUVS intensifies efforts, seeks 
expertise for Amal Cancer Centre 


AMMAN (J.T.) — The General 
Union of Voluntaiy Societies 
(GUVS) in Jordan will dispatch a 
team of medical specialists abroad 
to visit a number of advanced cen- 
tres for the treatment of cancer 
and benefit from their experience 
fa operating the projected Amal 
Cancer Centre fa Jordan. 

A report, summing vjuVS 
activities and programmes, said 
that the team will be visiting the 
United States, the United Kin- 
gdom. Sweden and Italy for this 
purpose. 

At the same time, a campaign 
for raising funds for the cancer 
centre continues and. according to 
the report, at least JD 8 million 
will be required for this hum- 
anifarianproject-. ■ 

■ ■ The report said that it is celar 
that contributions from various 
private and public institutions in 
Jordan and abroad are needed fa 
order to start the Amal Centre and 
embark on programmes for the 
treatment of cancer cases. 

The report expects the prqject 
to be implemented in three stages 
and these entail building clinics. 
X-ray sections, treatment units 
and accommodations for children 
and old patients and residential 
quarters for specialists and nurses. 

The campaign also involves spr- 
eading awareness among the pub- 
lic about cancer and the need for 


early treatment us well as col- 
lecting funds through con- 
tributions. donations and other 
activities. 

According to the report, a 
week-long campaign for raising 
funds for the projected centre a 
few months ago raised ,r> 'I.uuu 
and rh?-e ue another similar 
campaign soon which this time will 
cover the whole country. 

A campaign for collecting food 
supplies, clothings, furniture and 
other commodities from homes 
for the benefit of needy families 
which started towards the end of 
last year will continue this year, 
the report said. 

It said that special warehouses 
have been rented to gather in-kind 
assistance before distributing the 
various collections to the poor and 
the needy families around the 
country. 

Thousands of families ben- 
efttted from this programme last 
year and a supervisory committee 
will this year expand its pro- 
grammes to include all regions of 
Jordan, the report added. 

It said that as a way of exj&- 
andfag activities, the GUVS' sup- 
ervisory committee will carry out a 
programme to be known as "the 
twinning of families” under which 
wealthy families will adopt one or 
more poor families. 

Another form of social service 


in this respect will be the adoption 
of orphans or poorchildren by ric- 
her and more fortunate ones and 
the GUVS committee will fac- 
ilitate the procedure for the hum- 
anitarian act thronoK - 
with . — ..., vU government dep- 
artments, the repori added. 

It said that drag stores, pha- 
rmacies and clinics will be req- 
uested to offer free medicines to 
needy families and hospitals to 
provide free of charge medical 
treatment to them. 

To help with the education of 
needy students. GUVS has con- 
tacted community colleges and 
schools to exempt poor children 
from paying any fees. Important 
progress has been achieved in this 
endeavour, the report - pointed 
out. 

A decision has been reached for 
establishing a centre to care for at 
least 200 such handicapped per- 
sons in cooperation with the Min- 
istry of Labour and Social Dev- 
elopment which has offered a 
piece of land for the purpose, the 
report said. 

But it added that at present, and 
due to lack of funds for the pro- 
ject. nearly 40 severely han- 
dicapped persons are being cared 
for at Al Amal Centre which off- 
ers physiotherapy sessions . and 
other essential cere.

Israel is too much like South Africa

I FIRST, encountered the charge 
that Zionist racism makes Israel 
comparable to South Africa in the 
early 1070s. while I was chief rep- 
' resen ta live of the International 
Student Movement for the United 
Nations. I protested vehemently 
in a long personal letter to an ass- 
istant of the U.N. secretary- 
general, Kurt Waldheim. Officials 
of the American Zionist Youth 
Foundation sent copies of that Tet- 
ter to Jewish university students in 
the United States and Israel, and 
then commissioned me to write 
monthly art idles on Zionism for 
their newsletter. 

I next confronted the Israel/ 
South Africa comparison at Pri- 
nceton University while obtaining 
a master’s degree in international 
affairs. Prof. Richard Falk, him- 
self Jewish, repeatedly linked the 
situations of the two countries in 
his course on international law. I 
remember sharing the outrage of 
my Israeli student colleagues. 
Once again I protested veh- 
emently. 

In my subsequent work for the 


American Jewish Congress and 
the World Jewish Congress, and 
on unrelated journalistic ass- 
ignments. I travelled widely in the 
Middle East. My perspective bro- 
adened. 

I provide ray own histoiy on the 
issue to make it clear that for many 
years I aggressively challenged 
comparisons of South Africa and 
Israel. Now I have come to con- 
clude that the simflaritiesbetween 
die two outweigh the differences. 

Tragically. Israel today has bec- 
ome precisely what many of its' 
IfoeraJ founders feared — a bes- 
ieged, divided, polarising country 
whose methods of repression aga- 
inst the Palestinians parallel those 
of white South Africa against the 
blacks. 

Analogies are always imperfect 
analytical tools. Historically and 
culturally, conditions in Israel and 
South Africa are replete with dif- 
ferences. I leave - those to be cat- 
alogued by others, who will no 
doubt be eager to challenge my 
conclusion. 

Here are what I view as the 
important points of similarity: 

— In both cases, self- 


determination is being sought by a 
mistreated, oppressed, abused 
ethnic group — the blacks of 
South Africa, the Palestinians in 
die territories occupied by Israel 
since the 1967 war. 

— Bodi governments are eng- 
aged in escalating militarism, int- 
imidation and bnitality. 

— Both oppressed groups have, 
resorted to open challenge and 
increasing violence. 

— In both cases the potential 
for escalating conflict is growing.' 

Riots and strikes are now spr- 
eading in South Africa, and there 
is a state of emergency. Mea- 
nwhile. the results of Israel's pol- 
icies are being reaped in a deg- 
enerating economy and descent 
toward anti-democratic attitudes 
germinating amid anti- Arab sen- 
timents. Responding to these con- 
ditions and to the continued Pal- 
estinian struggle for an ind- 
ependent state, the Israeli gov- 
ernment has further stepped up a. 
campaign against its Pales tinian 
subjects that over the years has 
included deportation. imp- 
risonment, collective punishment 
and. occasionally, documented 


torture. Emergency regulations 
left over from British Mandate; 
days in what used to be called Pal- 
estine, similar to those imposed 
in South Africa, are enforcedby 
Israel in the occupied territories. 

Looked at historically rather 
than through the obscuring lens of 
'day-to-day headlines, the white 
minority of South Africa and the 
Jewsh minority in the Middle 
East axe both coming up against 
their -own inescapable con- 
trdictions. In an i era non-, 
discrimination and secularism 
they are ideologically wedded to 
principles that many in the world 
term radst.- 

In the case of South Africa there 
is no solution in sight. The white 
minority seems destined to raise 
the level of oppression until the 
society boils over in rage, which it 
has begun to do. The time for 
compromise may have already 
come and gone. 

The situation is more confused 
in the case of historic Palestine, a 
land that the world community 
voted to partition in 1947 between 
the same two nationalist mov- 
ements that are in conflict today. 


Jewish ethnicity and chauvinism in 
combination with Zionist nat- 
ionalism have created a mix that is 
discriminatory in spirit if not in 
actual laws. 

Hie greatest distinction _ bet- 
ween Israel and South Africa is 
that Zionism is legally non- 
dscriminatoiy while apartheid is 
legally-racist. And yet. if we are to 
be honest, in practice the results 
are comparable. 

The most hopeful difference 
between the two may be that an 
acceptable solution is still con- 
ceivable for Israel and the Pal- 
estinians — peaceful coexistence 
and mutual recognition of both 
peoples' national rights. However: 
increasing attacks of Jewish set- 
tlers on the West Bank and rising 
Israeli support for extremists are 
signs that time may also be run- 
ning out in the Middle East- 

In the past few months a num- 
ber of major American Jewish 
organisations have spoken out 
against South African repression. 
Jewish leaders have been arrested 
picketing the South African emb- 
assy. 


More recently the Israeli gov- 
ernment .said that it “unc- 
onditionally objects to the policy 
of apartheid in South Africa," alt- 
hough it took no steps to alter the. 
substantial trade, arms and sec- 
urity relationship dial exists bet- 
ween the two countries. Prime 
Minister Shimon Peres con- 
‘denmed apartheid as “completely 
contrary to the very foundations 
on which Jewish life is based." 

But around our world today 
peoplewho speak in one way and 
act in ""an other have tittle cre- 
dibility. Vigorous protest of apa- 
rtheid while acquiescing in Israel's 
continuing campaign to mliraidate 
the Palestinian people into sub- 
mission is hypoofey.

IRA j’s four air attacks against Iran’s Kharg Island oO ter- . 
minaJ during the past three weeks are but a sure sign that : 
Baghdad is determined to put an end to the war in the Gulf that I 
has dragged on for five years. The attempt at crippling Iran’s 1 
war economy may or may not succeed, but the significance Of 
the Iraqi irave can in no way be doubted. The force and 1 
determination with which Iraq is attacking Kharg may yet torn 
out to be much mare decisive than the material results of the 
raids. 

Analysts speak of a number of new factors that Iraq has 
introduced in the Gulf by attacking Iran’s main export ter- 
minal at Kharg. The first, and probably the most important, of 
these factors is the hitherto missing military capability of the* 
Iraqi airforce. Iraqi pilots, having broken through what the 
analysts call the funk barrier in their fight with the Iranians, 
could from now on threaten not only Kharg but a whole range 
of Iranian targets, thus dealing a heavy blow to the morale of 
the Iranians as well as to their ability to finance the war. 

In this process, the Iraqi airforce could become, what it 
should have been from the beginning, the decisive factor in 
ending Che war. 

An o Cue r Important factor is the freer hand that Iraq seems to 
enyoy now in attacking Iran’s oO facilities. For the period that 
preceded that first attack on Kharg on Aug. 15, there was this 
Chat the Arab oil states of die Gulf did not want such 
z developmens ui ^ ■ aod even Iraq itself was against it. 
President Saddam Kussefo ano hi* gc m, «rnment had always 
maintained that Iraq did not want to carry the war with Iran to 
the bitter end since there was always hope that a reconciliation 
with the Iranians was possible and that it would not have been 
advantageous for either party to exhaust aD the means at then- 
disposal to finish off the other. 

Tehran, under those circumstances prevailing before, did 
not budge. And the war had to be carried to Kharg and may 
still spread to other sensitive areas not only in Iran and Iraq but 
also throughout the Gulf. 

■ If it does, the fault will not be Iraq’s as much as that of the 
hard-headed and intransigent Iranians.

Under fire: Miari and the Progressive List for Peace

MUHAMMAD MIARI. an 
Arab member of the Israeli 
Knesset from the Progressive 
List for Peace (PLP). described 
.bis party's two basic goals: 

“First we seek equality for 
Arab citizens inside the state of 
Israel. It is well-known that, 
there is discrimination against; 
the Arabs in all fields of life. 
Second, we seek a just solution . 
a peaceful solution, for the 
Palestinian people-and the Pal- 
estinian problem." 

“However, if you ask for 
these things (in Israel), you-are 
called an extremist.” he said. 

In a mid-August interview in' 
Tel Aviv. Miari discussed the 
recent steps taken against the 
PLP and against himself in par- 
ticular. the political atm- 
osphere in Israel and the pro- 
spects for peace. _ 

Miari and his partner in the 
PLP. Matti Peled. were elected 
to die Israeli Knesset (par- 
liament) one year ago. 

Since that time, although 
Knesset observers have noted 
Miarf s and PelerTs * work in 
the Knesset it seems that their 
work has been overshadowed 
by the resurgent Israeli right, 
wing. 

In much the same way that 
.America's long and inc-" 1 
ondusive war in Vietnam dee- 
pened existing rifts in Ame- 
rican society and politics, Isr- 
ael’s failed invasion of Leb- 
anon contributed to the gro- 
wing polarisation of Israeli soc- 
iety. 

So while the -PLP advocates 
equality for all citizens of Israel' 
and negotiations with the PLO 
for the creation of a Palestinian 
state in the .West Bank and 
Gaza. Meir Kabane calls for 
the expulsion of all Palestinians 
from Israel and from the occ- 
upied territories. 

Some in Israel have tried to 
draw a parallel between Kah- 
ane’s Kadi movement and the 
PLP — the right and left-wing 
lunatic fringe of Israeli society, 
goes the argument — but Miari 
rejects this parallel. 

“Kahane is 'a racist. He 
tfants to use violence to fulfil 


his aim of driving the Arabs 
away. He doesn't want coo- 
peration between Arabs and 
Jews. He’s against peace. He 
wants to annex the occupied 
.territories. He even wants to 
drive away the Arab citizens of • 
Israel ” said Miari. 

“The PLP.. on the other* 
hand, advocates cooperation 
between Arabs and Jews. We 
want equality and a just peace 
(between Israel and the Pal- 
estinians). So bow can you 
make the comparison?” 

Muhammad Miari. age 45. 
lived in the village of Birweh in . 
the Galilee until 1948. when 
the village was captured by 
Zionist forces. Today, a kib- 
butz affiliated with the leftist 
Mapam party sits on the ruins 
of Birweh. 

Miari stayed in Israel and 
received his law degree from 
the Hebrew University of Jer- 
usalem in 1964. He was a 
member of the Arab Students 
‘ Committee at the university, 
and he belonged to a Nasserite 

E riitical party until it was out- 
wed in 1964. Miari and oth- 
ers then joined a Socialist Party 
which they hoped would enter 
the 1965 Knesset election. 
However, because this party 
had been formed by members 
of the outlawed At Aid (The 
Land) movement this party 
was also outlawed. 

For the next decade. Miari 
participated in a number of pol- 
itical organisations, and in 
1975, he joined the secretariat 
of the newly-formed Com- 
mittee to Defend Arab Lands. 
Miari also became a memberof 
the Association to Help Arab 
Prisoners. 

“A political man cannot sit. 
aside.” Miari said, “he must 
find his circle.” 

“I am a Palestinian, and I 
have felt the Palestinian pro- 
blem personally since I was a 
child.” Miari continued. 
“When we were driven from 
our village and it was des-i 
troyed. I was eight years old.” : 
“I have struggled against this 
situation and I have asked for 
justice for myself and for my 
people. In Israel, a Palestinian 
■who acts in this way is called an 


'extremist' or a ‘fanatic’.” he 
said. 

Miari and the PLP have been 
under fire from right-wing pol- 
iticians in Israel sinoe before 
the Knesset elections of July 
1984. Miari contends that the 
Israeli right wing targeted the 
PLP because it symbolised two 
tilings: That Jews and Arabs 
could work together for the 
same aims, and that Israeli 
Arabs .were ready to organise 
and make political demands 
from their govemmenL 

The Israeli right wing “can’t 
accept us. and so from the first 
moment, they tried to ban our 
list,” the PLP member said. 

An Israeli election com- 
mittee initially banned the PLP 
and Kach from running in Isr- 
ael's 1984 Knesset elections, 
but an appeal by the PLP to the 
Israeli high court of justice res- 
ulted in a reversal of that dec-' 
ision. 

The harassment campaign 
continued. After Miari and 
Matti Peled visited PLO Cha- 
irman Yasser Arafat in Tunis in 
February 1985. a proposal was 
made to limit Miarfs and 
PeledTs parliamentary imm- 
unity. 

However, this would have 
caused something of a scandal 
in Israeli politics. In Israel. 
Matti Peled's political views’ 1 
may not be widely accepted, 
but he is recognised as som- 
eone who has worked for Israel 
all his life. Peled served in the 
Israeli Defence Forces from 
1947 to 1968. retiring with the 
rank of general. He was the 
militaiy governor of the Gaza 
after the 1956 war against 
Egypt' and he was on the IDF 
general staff during the 1967 
war. In addition, Peled has 
dose personal ties with many 
powerful figures in Israel’s pol-' 
itical and military est- 
ablishments. Therefore, to att- 
empt to censure him for such 
transparent political reasons 
would be difficult, if not imp- 
ossible. 

So the attempt to limit the 
parliamentary immunity of 
both T’LP delegates was dro- 
pped. and the right-wingers 
.“waited for an occasion to limit 


my immunity, and hot tie it to 
Matti Peled’s," Miari said. 

. That occasion came soon 
enough. Soon after Fahd Oaw- 
astneh was assassinated, there 
was a public meeting in Jer- 
usalem to honour the elected 
mayor of Hebron and PLO 
Executive Committee mem- 
ber. Miari spoke at this mee- 
ting. 

“I said that Fahd Uawasmeh 
was a friend of mine and that I 
supported his line in the PLO 
because it was very moderate: 
He wanted peace between Isr- 
ael and the Palestinians acc- 
ording to tile minima l terms' 
that the Palestinians and the 
PLO could accept” 

“There was nothing wrong 
with what I said, but Likud 
members of Knesset used these 
■ statements as a pretext to try to 
limi t my immuni ty. Their aim 
■was to hit me and to (neg- 
atively) influence our list” 
among Jewish Israelis. Miari 
asserted. . 

A Knesset committee has’ 
examined the issue, and it will 
probably be presented to the 
full Knesset soon after it rec- 
onvenes this month. If the. 
Knesset votes to strip Miari of 
part of his immunity, he will be 
•'subject to searches, IQce any 
other citizen of Ifc'fad', mid he 
;lnay not tiav6‘ access to -Certain 
areas in Israel. He appeared 
unconcerned : “Most of my life 
has been like this,” he said. 

The PLP delegate sees 
latest move by foe right as 
symptom of Israel’s current 
polarisation. 

“The situation in Israel is 
very complicated. There are 
problems, there are crises. Isr- 
aeli public opinion is divided 
into two camps: While the 
right-wingers and fanatics are 
shouting more and are more 
active in the streets, we see that 
many people have begun to 
think in another way.” he said. 

Miari cited a recent dem- 
onstration against Kahane in 
Tel Aviv that united Labour. 
Likud. Mapam. foe National 
Religious Party and other par- 
ties and groups “against the 
Kabane phenomenon.” 

Miari expressed hope that

this trend against “Kahanism” 
would grow with time. Many 
believe that new Knesset ele- 
ctions will be held in foe next 
few months, and Miari said that 
if a narrow centre-left gov- 
ernment was formed, then the 
whole political atmosphere 
would change. “The Labour 
Party and those who don’t want 
another war (with the Arabs) 
might become more influential 
bom in foe Knesset and in the. •• 
street” he said. 

Miari argued that the exi- 
stence of the PLP and its pre- 
sence in foe Knesset has con- 
tributed to a change in IsraeTs 
political environment reg- 
arding foe Palestinian que- 
stion. 

“One year ago — and this 
was especially true of Jewish 
Israelis — it was more difficult 
to speak, about the Palestinian 
question and the PLO as the 
sole legitimate representative 
of the Palestinian people. 
However, although we don’t 
have wide support, it is now a 
political fact of life to speak 
about peace with the Pal- 
estinians being reached dir- 
ough negotiations with the 
PLO. This is now accepted as 
fact” 

Miari noted that while most 
of the votes for the PLP came 
from Israeli Arabs in 1984. “all 
.the intellectuals and those who 


know the whole map of the 
Middle East" in Israel agree 
with the PL P’s basic pro- 
gramme. In addition, while 
“many persons, parties and 
movements accept ourview” of 
how to achieve peace. Miari 
conceded that “it was too 
early” for foe vast majority of 
Jewish Israelis to accept the 
PEP’S programme. 

Peace with the Palestinians is 
still the main; issue _before*the 
,^sFpeli public. .Miari mai- 
ntained. and he agreed with the 
suggestion that a just Israeli- 
■ Palestinian peace would help 
integrate Israel into the Middle 
East 

After Israel makes its peace 
with the Palestinians. Miari 
said, “there would be no rea- 
son why peace could not be 
made between all the Arab sta- 
tes and Israel.” 

“ But first Israel must be wil- 
ling to pay foe cost of peace. 
This cost means (relinquishing) 
foe West Bank and Gaza and 
recognising the right of foe 
Palestinian people to self- 
determination.”

Geneva summit prospects 
and the U.S. interpolitics

WASHINGTON — Control of 
U.S. foreign policy, and planning 
for the Reagan -Gorbachev sum- 
mit meeting, appears to be sli- 
pping away from the State Dep- 
artment into the joint hands of two 
top White House officials. Robert 
McFarlane and Donald Regan. 

Apart from the interplay of per- 
sonalities. foe tilt away from foe 
State Department could have a 
major impact on what comes out 
of the Geneva meeting in Nov- 
ember because the department, 
and its little sister, the Arms Con- 
trol and Disarmament Agency, is 
virtually foe last redoubt of det- 
ente with Moscow. 

The fact that George Shultz is 
away on a long summer vacation 
may partly explain the till in the 
While House’s direction. The 
bureaucracy, like nature, abhors a 
vacuum, and McFarlane and 
Regan are filling it. 

The secretary of state will jump 
back into prominence next month 
when he hold his second meeting 
with Eduard Shevardnadze, foe 
new Soviet Foreign Minister, in 
New York and is at president 
Ronald Reagan’s side when the 
talks are shifted to the White 
House. 

Shutlz is simply not going to be 
shut out. He enjoys foe respect of- 
foe president has worked smo- 
othly with McFarlane until now. 


and foe State Department must be 
accorded a major role in shaping 
U.S- foreign policy in any adm- 
inistration. 

Right now. though. McFarlane 
is making the major pro- 
nouncements while Regan, whose 
training on Wall Street was not 
keyed to dealing with the Soviet 
Union or solving international 
problems, is expanding his role as 
White House chief of staff to inc- 
lude summit preparations. 

Power and proximity tend to go 
hand-in-hand. National security 
adviser McFarlane and Regan 
were with the president through a 
good part of his California vac- 
ation. At home, they see him 
every day. although about 70 per 
cent of foe material in Ffeagan’s 
supersecret morning report cov- 
ering crucial overnight int- 
ernational developments comes 
from the State Department. 

Shultz spends fewer hours with 
the president. Unlike his pre- 
decessor. Alexander M. Haig Jr., 
however, he does not have trouble 
gening through. 

Three years ago. when Shultz 
rook over the State Department, 
he brought international business 
experience as president of the 
Bechtel Group Inc., a mul- 
tinational construction firm, and 
cabinet experience as a former 
secretary of labour and treasury 
secretary in the administration of 
President Richard Nixon. But he 
had no diplomatic experience. 

He asserted himself gradually. 


beginning with the Middle East 
and moving into a commanding 
position on arms control que- 
stions. He left his mark on foe. 
A rah -Israeli dispute principally as 
the leading advocate within the 
administration for not putting pre- 
ssure on Israel. 

Against foe advice of some of. 
the best specialists in the State 
Department. Shutlz was able to- • 
persuade Reagan to wait for the 
Arabs to agree among themselves 
on peace talks with Israel before 
injecting the United States as an 
aggressive mediator. 

That view has prevailed so far. 

On arms control, meanwhile, he 
forged an alliance with McFarlane 
against hard-liners whose sus- 
picions of foe Soviets bordered on 
an unwillingness to hold mea- 
ningful negotiations. Shultz is no 
liberal, but he was foe first to see a 
“moment of opportunity” in Mik- 
hail Gorbachev's elevation to 
general secretary of the Com- 
munist Party last March. 

Shultz still speaks hopefully of 
nailing down cultural, air travel 
and possibly other agreements at 
the Reagan-Gorbachev summit 
meeting. 

With the secretary of state out 
of the picture this montij, how- 
ever.

McFarlane. in one speech, vir-

Mr. ChairraaD. Ladies and Gen- 
tlemen: 

It gives me great pleasure to 
address this dstingulshed gat- 
hering on the subject of dev- 
elopment and the human dim- 
ension. My pleasure is com- 
pounded by the fact that we are 
convening our meeting in the bea- 
utiful. historic and hospitable city 
of Istanbul. 

As we all know from int- 
roductory economics, “dev- 
elopment” brings about int- 
egrated socio-economic structural 
change with a view to mobilising 
and utilizing resources is such a 
way as to achieve the highest pos- 
sible level of welfare in a given 
society. In economic jargon: Dev- 
elopment implies more output and 
changes in technical and ins- 
titutional arrangements as well as 
changes in the allocation of inputs 
by different sectors. However, the 
nmole process musL reflect on the 


efficiency of mobilising other fac- 
tors of production and the pri- 
orities of their use. We know that 
in a static condition, production 
depends on labour, capital. land 
and entrepreneurship. However, 
development cannot proceed exc- 
ept in a dynamic society where two 
other factors come into play: Tec- 
hnology and time. In certain ins- 
tances. it appeared that some fac- 
tors were more significant than 
others. Thus, after World War II. 
capital accumulation was thought 
to be the key to development. A 
long time ago. the Physiocrats, 
considered land or natural res- 
ources as the only source of pro- 
duction. But in the last two dec- 
ades. human resources, which inc- 
lude both labour and ent- 
rep reneurship. have been given 
due consideration, with emphasis 
on training, education and man- 
agement 

I am positive, ladies and gen- 
tlemea that most of you would

individual human being in pro- 
ducing a better qual ity of 1 ife, whe- 
ther this is judged by higher inc- 
ome levels, satisfaction of basic 
needs or other criteria. In some 
cases, this may be a theoretical 
objective beyond the reach of a 
given generation. Hence, greater 
emphasis is placed on the other 
side of the relationship, namely, 
that human resources are the veh- 
icle for further national dev- 
elopment In this sense, they are . 
looked at as means to a desired 
end. 

Mr. Chairman. Ladies and Gen- 
tlemen: 

Allow me to share with you the 
views of some renowned eco- 
nomists in this context Perhaps 
Fredrick Harbison's statement 
that human resources are the ult- 
imate measure of the wealth of 
nations is the most poignant- Also. 

I am in total agreement with Alf- 
.red Marshal’s" dictum that “the 
most valuable capital is man”, not 
to mention Karl Marx’s advocacy 
of the human being as the element 
which gives the cosmos its value. 

Whether an objective of dev- 
elopment or its tool, the quality of 
human resources determines the 


agree that the role of the human 
element in development cannot be 
divorced from the notion of inv- 
estment in human capital, which 
comes. I believe, via education. 
Hence the quality of education 
plays a paramount role in this 
issue. Investment in human capital 
is cybernetic in nature, and a sub- 
stantial segment of it. in Jordan's 
case, is directed to regional dev- 
elopment 

As we all know, the role of inv- 
estment in the education and tra- 
ining of human beings has begun 
to be better understood in many 
countries. The human element can 
and should be upgraded in such a 
way as to suit development needs. 
In retrospect, its role can be cle- 
arly traced if we consider what 
happened in countries devastated 
by war. Taking Japan and Ger- 
many as examples, we can easily 
discern that they were virtually 
rebuilt through human ingenuity. 
By the same to ken . we should bear 
in mind that human deviations and 
misguided human judgement have 
themselves instigated the plight of 
many nations during two world 


Mr. Chairman. Ladies and Gen- 
tlemen: 


My country is not rich in natural 
or financial resources. Luckily, 
however, it enjoys a high quality 
of manpower. In the words of His 
Majesty King Hussein. “Man is 
our most valuable possession” - 
Out human resources have played 
an important role not only in the 
development of Jordan but also of 
many states in our region. 

Right from the beginning of our 
■modernisation and development 
drive more than thirty years ago. 
we have firmly held to the con- 
viction that the Jordanian citizen 
was the means as well as the ben- 
eficiary of our national dev- 
elopment This conviction was 
translated into a strategy affecting 
die speed and nature of our dev- 
elopment process. Apart from 
making eminent sense in human 
terras n also emanated from the 
difficult constraints that Jordan 
faced, particularly in the early 
phases of its socio-economic pro- 
gress. 

The Jordanian economy is small 
in size, whether judged by geo- 
graphical land mass (90 thousand 
square ldlomeires). Gross Nat- 
ional Product (GNP) (JD i.9 bil- 
lion) or population (2.7 million in 
1985). Close to 83 per cent of its 
area is arid with irrigated farming 
accounting for only 1.5 per cent of 
the total. Phosphates, potash and 
limestone are abundant, but other 
natural resources are scarce. Our 
energy needs depend almost ent- 
irely on imported oil. which amo- 
unts to 20 per cent of the import 
bill and inflates our production 
costs. Oil exploration has been 
under way for some years now. 
but so far with limited success as 
far as prospects of economic uti- 
lisation are concerned. Other ser- 
ious constraints and challenges 
were: The Israeli occupation of 
the West Bank, including Arab 
Jerusalem, the threat of further 
Israeli military expansion, pol- 
itical instability in the region cou- 
pled with violence and ideological 
upheavals, and the vacillating cha- 
racter of regional cooperation. 

Against this not-so-favourable 
climate for development. Jordan 
has achieved remarkable pro- 
gress. The growth rate of our nat- 
ional income was among the hig- 
hest in the developing world and 
was sustained for relatively long 
periods in the sixties and seventies 
(JO per cent annually in real 
terms). A modern infrastructure 
was built across the country: 
Roads, telecommunications, ele- 
ctricity. water and so forth. Uni- 
versity enrollment is the highest 
among developing countries. Ins- 
titution building spanned all areas 
of public services, private con- 
cerns and banking facilities. Witii 
die exception of a few years in the 
mid 1970s. growth was achieved 
“With bearable inflation, con-

tribu ting to economic stability and 
a strong Jordan dinar. True, bec- 
ause of scarce financial resources. 
Jordan succeeded in avoiding soc- 
ial unrest. The distribution impact 
of development though difficult to 
measure, was always carefully 
monitored by policy makers. Soc- 
ial harmony has been maintained 
among workers, employers and 
the government. Opportunities 
have been open to any individuals 
willing to improve their skills or 
seeking social, occupational or 
geographic mobility. Islamic val- 
ues are upheld without rigidity or 
close mindedness. Private own- 
ership is protected and private ini- 
tiative is encouraged. All in all. 
our development has not been a 
purely economic exercise but. and 
perhaps more importantly, a truly 
humane experiment. 

As I have pointed out in other 
fora, regional and local demands 
on Jordanian human resources are 
such that there is always a pressing 
need for increasing and str- 
engthening the educational and. 
vocational training facilities of the 
country. Hence, the successive 
five year plans have placed a spe- 
cial emphasis on the upgrading of 
human resources, including not 
only adult education and literacy 
programmes but also an exp- 
ansion of training opportunities in 
management' and administration. 

Mr. Chairman. Ladies and Gen- 
tlemen: 


I must mention in this spe- 
cialised context that Jordan has 
stressed the role of women in dev- 
elopment. although their par- 
ticipation in the labour force rem- 
ains fairly low. To rectify this sit- 
uation and to increase the scope 
and effectiveness of available 
human resources, the current five 
yea r plan has addressed the role of 
women in the development pro- 
cess. with encouraging results. 
This is all the more pressing given 
the fact that besides the fun- 
damental role of human resources 
inside Jordan, about one Lhird of 
the Jordanian labour force is con- 
tributing to the development of 
neighbouring Arab countries. 

We recognised at an early date 
that the economic boom in the 
Gulf during the mid and late sev- 
enties was bound to generate “inf- 
lationary” pressures in Jordan, 
causing real wages to remain 
below their nominal level. But 
because of limited resources, we 
were unable to compensate our 
workers for the shortfall in wages, 
with the result that Jordanian 
workers were impelled to seek 
higher pay in neighbouring Arab 
countries, especially in the Gulf, 
which has buoyant economies. 
This labour drain had the effect of 
reversing the traditional picture, 
and we found ourselves in dire 
need of labour where previously 
we had enjoyed a sujrptus. In turn, 
the ensuing shortage of necessary 
skills has its impact on our ability 


Green revolution for Africa: What is the solution? 


Indigenous Agricultural Revolution

The recipe for arming Africa from famine to agricultural plenty does 
not start: “ Take a large number of scientists and foreign experts 
Instead, a new book suggests, it should begin by listening to those who 
know local conditions best - the peasant farmers. Lloyd Timberlake is 
Eardiscan's editorial director.

LONDON — Is Africa ready for a 
“green revolution”? Are Africa’s 
peasant farmers equipped to take 
pan in — even lead — such an 
agricultural revolution? 

British anthropologist Paul Ri- 
chards offers a hesitant “yes” to 
both questions, and explains how 
agricultural research must change 
its approaches if such a revolution 
is to happen, now. when so much 
of Africa is suffering famine. 

In his just-pubfished hook. 
“Indigenous Agricultural. Rev- 
olution”. Richards also doc- 
uments chances missed several 
decades ago. before Ind- 
ependence. He finds that a British 
“West African Commission”' 
(four members of Parliament and 
four British scientists) visited the 
area at the end of the 1930’s and 
. recommended that food crops be 
given more emphasis over cash 
crops, and that science should 
study and learn from peasant far- 
mers. who seemed to know what 


them from Washington. 

Today the big research centres, 
the worldwide network of labs 
coordinated by the Consultative 
Group on International Agr- 
icultural Research, are beginning 
to talk to the farmers, in what Ric- 
hards hopes is a new era of “sci- 
entific populism”. 

It is way past time. Richards 
feels. Peasants have always known 
more about the agricultural par- 
ticulars of their local region, while 
scientists know the generalities. 
And it is the particulars that get 
crops grown. It was a peasant who 
introduced cocoa into Ghana, and 
slaves returning to Nigeria from 
Brazil taught the making of the 
type of cassava meal known as 


More recently. Richards and ot- 
hers found Mende farmers in Sie- 
rra Leon'e developing their own 
hew rice strains, carrying out their 
own field trials. And Western sri- # 
ence has only recently put its 
stamp of approval on the complex 
peasant systems of mixing crops 
together in the same fields, to inc- 
rease yields and to cut the risks of 
pest infestation. 

Richards does not argue that 
West African peasants do not 
need help from science. He des- 
cribes recent U.N. Food and Agr-

iculture Organisation fertiliser tri- ■ 
als in Nigeria. Half the crops got. 
fertiliser and were grown under 
FAOV'improved cultivation pra- ■ 
dices”; the other half also got fer- 
tiliser and were grown using pea- 
sants’ traditional crop-mixing tec- 
hniques. The peasants methods 
produced far more than the FAO 
methods for each of three crop 


mixtures, but fertilisers increased 
the peasants yields. 

But Richards argues that •■pea- 
sant enterprise has already laid 
the foundations for an agricultural 
revolution in West Africa". It is up 
to the research centres, both those 
financed by African governments 
and by international agencies, to 
build on that foundation. 

The way not to do it is for rep- 
resentatives of governments and 
laboratories — the agricultural 
extension workers — to act as 
"salesmen” for technologies from 
elsewhere, to try to force foreign 
solutions into the system. 

The way to build is the way U.S. 
agriculture was built up in the late 
19th Century, where extension 
workers saw themselves as emp- 
loyees of the fanning community, 
taking farmers’ problems into the 
research centres for scientists to 
wrestle with. The extension wor- 
kers were agents of the farmers, 
not of the government. 

African agriculture must also 
grow from within, from the fou- 
ndation of local knowledge, or in 


the words of one peasant farmer: 
“You cannot turn a calf into a cow 
by plastering it with mud". 
Mapped-on solutions from outside 
will not help. 

Richards even secs in the pov- 
erty of most African agricultural 
ministries the hope that the bur- 
eaucrats w ill no longer be able to 
shop for slupped-on outside sol- 
utions. hut will be forced to rely 
more on. to talk more with, their 
own farmers. 

The aim of the book- ove- 
rflowing with specific examples 
and data from the West African 
countryside — is "to show that a 
peasant-focused, decentralised 
approach to research and dev- 
elopment in West African agr- 
iculture is an option worth serious 
consideration because it is app- 
ropriate to the region’s env- 
ironmental circumstances”. 

Richardssays he is for “people’s 
science” not because of adm- 
iration for the peasantry — though . 
he admits that admiration — 
"but on the grounds that it is good 
science" — Earth scan feature. 


they were doing. 
But their repot 
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But their report was published 
in the middle of World War Two. 
and lost in that chaos. After the 
war Europeans — and African 
governments — tried to cover the 
continent in big farm schemes 
powered by tractors. In the British 
Groundnut Scheme in Tan- 
ganyika — a complete failure — 
many of these tractors were con- 
verted army tanks. 

Richards, of University Col- 
lege. London, sees the 1970s as a 
decade when aid donors refocused 
attention on small farmers, the' 
World Bank' especially investing 
heavily in “Integrated Rural Dev- 
elopment Projects”, offering pea- 
suits "biological packages” of fer- 
tilisers, pesticides and improved 
seeds. 

There is still much debate about 
why these projects produced such, 
poor results, but Richards offers 
as a main reason the fact that few 
were designed to talk to the far- 
mers. to listen to what those with 
the best local knowledge thought 
of the plans being foisted upon 



to implement our own dev- 
elopment plans. On the other side 
of the coin, and as a result of this 
brain-drain, there was significant 
internal migration from rural to 
urban areas. 

Also, in recent years, the int- 
ernational migration of labour has 
been very much in vogue and has 
acquired a position of utmost 
importance. Thus, like so many 
other countries. Jordan has been 
an exporter of trained labour to 
developed countries as well. This 
movement of labour has ben- 
efited both exporters and imp- 
orters of human resources, but at 
different net levels, Not only, does 
this form of brain-drain inflict 
economic losses on the exporting 
countries but it also decreases 
their scientific and technological 
potential. I believe that labour 
exporting countries should turn 
this situation to their advantage 
through drawing policies aimed at 
utilising the experience of their 
nationals abroad. 

Mr. Chairman. Distinguished 
Experts: 

Under the compassionate lea- 
dership of my brother King Hus- 
sein. the Jordanian government 
bus consistently paid special att- 
ention to the upgrading and man- 
agement of manpower. The main 
objective is to deal with labour 
imbalances by creating jobs for 
new entrants into the labour mar T 
kei and meeting labour shortages 
through education, training and a 
judicious “importation” of wor- 
kers. Jordan has experienced both 
situations: Unemployment and a 
tight labour market. In order to 
achieve the desired flexibility we 
have adopted a range of policies 
on manpower management. 
Among these were: 

a. Investment in education has 
become a national priority. 

Before 1962. there were no 
universities in Jordan. Two dec- 
ades later, we have three uni- 
versities and 46 public and private 
community colleges with a total 
enrollment of 50 thousand stu- 
dents. In addition, there are 60 
thousand Jordanians in higher 
education abroad. The rate of ret- 
urn on education has been high, 
particularly with regard to emp- 
loyment in the Gulf Cooperation 
Council (GCC) states. 

b. Jordan has a liberal policy on 
the outflow of its manpower to the 
GCC states, where 270 thousand 
Jordanians work ai the present 
time. Jordanian workers have 
taken up professional, technical 
and -skilled jobs in an essential 
process of regional cooperation. 
Even when Jordan faced labour 
shortages in the late 1970s. the 
door was kept open for Jordanian 
workers to leave for the Gulf. 

c. Remittances of Jordanian 


workers abroad have been an 
.important source of foreign exc- 
hange and savings contributing to 
the financing of the country's dev- 
elopment plans. In 1984. JD 485. 
million was received in rem- 
ittances through the banking sys- 
tem. with an estimated 50 per cent 
of that total additionally coming in 
through other channels. The gov- 
ernment refrained from enacting 
restrictions on the individual use 
of these funds, preferring recourse 
to investment incentives to det- 
ermine their allocation. 

d. With the development boom 
in the region and in Jordan since ■ 
the mid 1970s. Jordan was obliged 
to import foreign labour from nei- 
ghbouring and other countries, 
particularly from Egypt. Cur- 
rently. there are 125 thousand 
foreign workers in Jordan mostly 
engaged in semi-skilled and man- 
ual jobs in construction, agr- 
iculture and services. The inflow 
of foreign labour has been under 
government scrutiny with regard 
to both numbers and occupation, 
in order to minimise competition 
with Jordanian workers. Though 
manpower projections in Jordan 
indicate a general labour surplus 
and a concomitant rise in une- 
mployment in the coming years, 
there will be a continued need for 


than 40 per cent overall, and exc- 
eeding 50 percent in several fields 
of specialisation. 

g. Jordan's liberal economic 
policies have encouraged the 
promotion of private sector ent- 
repreneurs and activated the role 
of voluntary institutions in social 
and economic development. Inv- 
estment by the private sector has 

consistently surpassed the levels in 
successive development plans. 
Private investors have sig- 
nificantly contributed to the rapid 
expansion of the last decade by 
investing in modem agriculture, 
new industrial ventures, hotels, 
real esrate. transport and other 
economic activities, in addition, 
institutions of the private sector 
are invited to take part in the pre- 
paration of development plans 
and in drafting new laws 
and regulations — for exam- 
ple. the Amman Chamber of 
Industry, the Federation of the 
Chambers of Commerce, the Ass- 
ociation of Banks, the Federation 
of Trade Unions and others. 
There are more than 350 vol- 
untary societies providing social 
services to individual ciizens like 
the poor, the retarded, the han- 
dicapped and broken families as 
well as underprivileged geo- 
graphical communities.

more than 50 thousand manual 
workers from abroad due to mis- 
matches in required skills. 

e. The government sends pro- 
mising young administrators for 
further training and education 
abroad, thus providing the civil 
service, particularly in new ins- 
titutions. with qualified and high- 
level manpower. Realising the 
important role of the civil service 
in furthering development, the 
government introduced a set of 
policies aimed at improving wor- 
king condition and personnel 
management. 

f. Jordan has been persistent in 
seeking an increase in the par- 
ticipation of women in the labour 
force. Starting from a low rate of 
4.8 per cent in 1974. female par- 
ticipation rose considerably to 
about 15 percent in the last dec- 
ade. Women workers are no lon- 
ger confined to traditional jobs in 
agriculture, reaching and nursing, 
bur have branched out into most 
occupations. Female workers and 
employees account for 55 per cent 
of all teachers. 3 1 per cent of bank 
employees. 23 per cent of the total 
staff in tourist firms and y per cent 
of industrial workers. Their enr- 
ollment rate in higher education is 
now close ro that of males — more 


h. Finally. Jordan’s income pol- 
icy has made it a priority to imp- 
rove the real wages of workers 
with a view to ensuring that nom- 
inal wages increase faster than inf- 
lation. Other benefits are ext- 
ended to workers, including social 
security, housing at reasonable 
cost and medical care. There arc 
seventeen trade unions rep- 
resenting the various occupations, 
in addition to u number of pro- 
fessional associations. These are 
entitled to engage in collective 
bargaining with employers and the 
government to improve working 
conditions. 

Jordan is a hard working cou- 
ntry. Its wealth is man. As a dev- 
eloping country, we share our 
hopes and experience with the 
peoples of the developing world. 
We strive to include the human 
dimension in any regional coo- 
perative schemes because of out 
modest competence in this end- 
eavour. We fully realise that res- 
ults will not show us quickly as in 
the more material fields, but we 
would do well to remember that in 
the betterment of the quality ol 
life, one can only “make haste 
slowly". 

I wish you success in your del- 
iberations. 


Arafat accuses U.S. of breaking promise

Referring again to American 
promises to see a delegation Mr. 
Arafat said: “In my opinion they 
were not serious in the promises 
they gave. They accepted the bla- 
ckmail of the Israelis." 

Asked whether he considered 
that Mr. Murphy's Middle East 
mission had failed, he said any new 
impetus would have to come from 
Washington. 

"I think it depends on Ame- 
rican inspiration, if they are wil- 
ling to push for it or not." he said. 

The PLO leader said in the int- 
erview that he expected the Mid- 
dle East crisis to be on the agenda 
of the summit between President 
Reagan and Soviet leader Mikhail 
Gorbachev in November. 

Asked if he foresaw talks with 
Washington and an international 
conference within six months, he 


“I hope that they wiH have to 
take it into consideration before 
the meeting of the two sup- 
erpowers. I hope so." 

Anothersenior PLO leadersaid 
Monday the United States has 
■given assurances it is prepared to 
break with previous policy and 
talk' to a team publicly declared to 
represent the PLO. 

Salah Khalaf (Abu lyad). dej> 
uty to Mr. Arafat in the mai- 
nstream Fateh commando ' group, 
told a news conference the key 
assurance was given by Mr. Mur- 
phy. 

But Abu lyad made clear that 
American conditions for this were 
unacceptable to the PLO. 

Among the conditions laid 
down by" Mr. Murphy was PLO 
acceptance of Resolution 242. 
Ahu lvud stiid. 

Referring to possible talks bet- 


ween the U.S. and a Jordaniun- 
Palestinian delegation. Abu lyad 
said: “Murphy... said it is possible 
to receive Palestinians rep- 
resenting the PLO. and that the 
PLO can declare that they are its 
representatives, and that they 
themselves can declare that they 
are designated by the PLO.” 

He said Mr. Murphy's recent 
Middle East visit had produced no 
guarantee that Israel would wit- 
hdraw from the occupied Arab 
territories. 

Abu lyad. who returned last 
month from a trip to Moscow, said 
the Soviet Union had assured him 
that the Middle East would be on 
the agenda of the planned summit 
between President Reagan and 
Mr. Gorbachev. 

He added that Moscow had ple- 
dged not to recognise any oihei 
organisation than the PLO as rep- 
resenting the Palestinian people.

A surprise move involved the 
secretary of state for Northern Ire- 
land.

Mr. Hurd, who was in the Nor- 
thern Ireland post for only 11 
months, succeeds Leon Britlan as 
home secretary at a rime when key 
talks a re taking place between Bri- 
tain and the Iridt Republic on the 
future of Northern Ireland. 

Employment Secretary Tom 
King became Northern Ireland 
secretary. 

Mrs. Thatcher said the reshuffle 
was to make clear her gov- 
ernment’s “greater emphasis on 
enterprise and employment.” 

“You only solve unemployment 
by getting more business. It’s the 


business that creates the jobs, and 
business depends on enterprise.”

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Kasparov makes impressive 
start at world chess rematch 


MOSCOW (R) — Challenger Garry Kasparov ful- 
filled predictions that he would apply early pressure 
by seizing the initiative Tuesday in game one of his 
world chess title rematch against champion Anatoly 
Karpov. 


Kasparov opened with the adv- 
ance of his queen's pawn rwo squ- 
ares but on move three he allowed 
a Nimzo-Indian defence, an ope- 
ning which did not occur in any of 
the 48 games the two Soviet gra- 
ndmasters played in their first title 
match, which was abandoned last 
February. 

Karpov looked uncomfortable 
as the challenger confronted him 
with a rarely played variation and 
soon fell far behind on the clock. 
Die champion appeared app- 
rehensive and hunched forward 
'over the board, balancing on the 
edge of his seat. 

After making his 1 2th move 


>arov. nearly an hour ahead 
on the clock, strolled quietly aro- 
und the stage looking relaxed and 
confident. 

The players have two and a half 
hour? each to make their first 40 
moves. Failure to meet this quota 
results in a loss on time. 

The players arrived for the start 
of play with just a few minutes to 
spare despite the fact that traffic 
was cordoned off to allow them 
easy access to the Tchaikovsky 
Concert Hall. 

Kasparov appeared first with 
two of his top aides, followed by a 
second car bearing his mother. 
Klara. His mother has been a 


strong source of moral support 
and is always present at the imp- 
ortant games of her son's career. 

Moments later Karpov and his 
head of delegation arrived. Kar- 
pov hurried backstage to make his 
entrance. 

Kasparov strode on stage con- 
fidently. receiving an ovation that 
rivalled that of the champion. 
From all indications the Moscow 
crowd is not a partisan Karpov 
crowd, as the challenger and many 
of his supporters had feared. 

Karpov's entrance was pre- 
ceded by the dimming of the house 
lights, but he looked hesitant and 
subdued in comparison to Kas- 
parov. 

The 24-garae limit match will be 
-played on Tuesdays. Thursdays 
and Saturdays. Karpov will retain 
his title in the event of a 1 2- 1 2 tie 
and also has the right to an early 
rematch if he loses.

China unveils financial 
figures for first time 

PEKING (R) — China Monday published full balance of payments 
figures for the first time since 1 949 in what foreign bankers said was 
another step in its opening to the outside world. 

The official People's Daily overseas edition gave detailed figures 
for trade, current account capital account and total reserves for the 
three years up to 1984. 

Some of die information had been published separately before, but 
not in such a complete form. The figures said China bad a current 


account surplus of $2.03 billion last year compared with $4.24 billion 
in 1983. 

“The figures should help international financial institutions and 
foreign investors understand China’s financial situation and help the 
government in its economic forecasting.” the paper said. 

Foreign bankers welcomed the reports. 

“Three yean ago I found it very hard to get Information, but now 
more and more is being made public. This is one more step in that 
direction," one banker said. 

Another said the reason for publication might be connected with 
China’s increasing involvement with international bodies such as the 
World Bank and Internationa] Monetary Fund. 


New Israeli shekel worth 
1,000 times more than old 

TEL AVIV (R) — Israel’s parliament Monday unanimously app- 
roved introduction of a new shekel valued at 1 ,000 existing shekels. 
‘ in a currency reform aimed at keeping pace with hyperinflation. 

The new shekel, circulated Tuesday, is valued at 67 cents to the 
dollar compared to 0.067 for the old shekel. 

Finance Minister Yitzhak Modai said die measure was purely 
technical and aimed at easing computer and cashier calculations 
which have become unwieldly. 

Israelis will be able to use both old and new shekels until next 
January, when only new shekels will be accepted, he said. 

It is the second time Israel has reformed its currency since inflation 
leapt into three figures in 19 79. driving down the currency’s value 
from one shekel to the dollar to 1.500 to the dollar. 

Inflation is now running at 380 per cent a year. 

The first reform was in 1980 when the shekel, then valued at 17 
cents, replaced the Israeli lira.

JEDDAH (R) — Saudi-Cairo Bank Monday further underlined the 
trend towards lower earning among Saudi Arabian banks, reporting 
a 39.6 per cent decline in net profits for the first half of this year. 

Profit fell to 70.4 million rivals (SI 9.3 million) in the first six 
months erf 1985 from 11 6.6 million ($31 .9 million) in the same 1984 
period, the Jeddah-based bank said in an unaudited statement pub- 
lished in Arabic newspapers.

registered net profit of 101.3 million riyals ($27.8 million) in the 
whole erf 1984. 

- Banks throughout Saudi Arabia and the rest of the Gulf have been 
beset by slowing economies and problem loans as government oil 
revenues have fallen.

LA PAZ (R) — Strikes crippled 
Bolivia- as unions protested agaK-

Labour unions called a mass 
rally in La Paz Monday in protest 
at the measures, unveiled on Thu- 
rsday by the three-week-old cen- 
trist government of President Vic- 
tor Paz Estenssoro in a bid to curb 
inflation of over 14.000 per cent 

The moves, which effectively 
devalued the currency by nearly 
95 percent and froze public sector 
.wages for four months . brought 
10-fold overnight increases in 
food prices. 

Miners were on the second day 
of a two-day nationwide strike 


Monday and the National Factory 
Workers’ Union called out its 
members for 48 hours, union off- 
icials said. 

A national meeting of leaders of 
.the powerful labour confederation 
(COB) was scheduled Tuesday to 
deride on further action. 

Union officials have said the 
COB was under growing pressure 
to call a general strike in protest 
over the package which some 
members called a “famine- 
causing* 1 policy. 

The planning minister exp- 
ressed surprise at the unions' rea- 
ction to die measures which he 
termed "moves for national sal- 
vation."

Salaries, 
prices rise 
in Morocco 


RABAT (AP) — The Moroccan 
goveramentsiraultaneously raised 
basic food prices and salaries by 
up to 20 per cent Monday, fol- 
lowing a creeping 20 per cent dev- 
aluation of the Moroccan dirham. 

The devaluation, spread over 
the past eight weeks but never off- 
icially announced, reduced the off- 
icial value of 100 dirhams from 
$11.80 to $9.80. 

A government decree raised the 
prices of bread and sugarby 1 1 per 
cent and cooking oil qy 16.6 per 
cent and flour by 20 per cenL 
Wages and salaries were raised 
' Lp per cent for government emp- 
loyeesand 20 per cent for ind- 
ustrial. commercial and farm wor- 
kers. 

Half the amount. of the wage 
increases is to be calculated ret- 
roactively as from the beginning of 
the year and is to be paid to each 
beneficiary in a lump sum. 

The minim um legal wage for 
farm worker rose from 3.60 dir- 
hams to 4.30 dirhams (35 cents to 
44 U.S. cents) per hour. 

The government said it “con- 
sulted" two main labour fed- 
erations prior to imposing the inc- 
rease. But both federations, the 
leftist General Confederation of 
Workers and the right wing Gen- 
eral Union of Moroccan Workers, 
immediately denounced the inc- 
reases as contrary to the workers' 
i nterests. 

Daily Mirror 
reappears 

LONDON (R) — Millionaire 
publisher Mr. Robert Maxwell, 
who took on one of Britain’s most 
powerful print unions in a struggle 
over new technology, has settled 
for a compromise to resume pub- 
lication of his newspapers. 

Mr. Maxwell announced an 
agreement with tire National Gra- 
phical Association (NGA) that 
allowed the Daily Mirror, the 
country’s second most popular 
newspaper, to appear Tuesday for 
the first time in 12 days. 

Mr. Maxwell wanted to shift 
production of one of his titles, the 
Sporting Life, away from Minor 
group headquarters in central 
Lon non to a modern plant Hesaw 
. it as a first step towards replacing 
obsolete printing techniques with 
new technology. 

When the NGA baulked at the 
move. Mr. Maxwell stopped the 
presses, fired the printers and dec- 
lared that no Mirror group title 
would ever again be printed in 
central London. 

. Under Monday night’s deal he 
said he will sell the Sporting Life in 
four weeks. 

Mr. Maxwell Tuesday described 
Monday's agreement as historic, 
saying: “For die first time, the 
print unions have accepted the 
principle that management will- 
man age.” 

He said the Mirror would move 
away from its central London 
headquarters by July 1987.

Bonn delays export credit 
guarantees for S. Africa 


BONN (R) — West Germany is delaying app- 
lications for state-backed credit guarantees on exp- 
orts to South Africa because Pretoria has decided to 
freeze foreign loan repayments until the end of this 
year, the economics ministry said Tuesday. 

West Germany was surprised by 
South Africa's move and is waiting 
for the situation there to become 
clearer, a spokesman told Reu- 
ters. 

President P.W. Botha said last 
Sunday that South Africa was hal- 
ting foreign loan capital rep- 
ayments for four months and set- 
ting up a two-tier currency system 
to prevent fears for the country’s 
stability from causing a flight of 
foreign capital. 

The spokesman said no formal 
decision had been taken to stop 
granting the guarantees, which 
provide government-backed ins- 
urance, to firms selling abroad, but 
added thaTappJica tions would not 
be processed qulddyjbr the time 
being. 

An intenninisterial committee 
which decides whether to grant 
the guarantees meets routinely 
Wednesday but the spokesman 
declined to say whether South 
Africa would be on the agenda. 

Current government gua- 
rantees cover exports to South 
Africa worth about five to six bil- 
lion marks ($1.8 to $2.1 billion), 
he said.

The spokesman did not give any 
reason for Mr. De Kock's sudden 
departure from Washington 
where he was due to meet Federal 
Reserve Chairman Paul Volcker 
and officials of the State Dep- 
artment and the International 
Monetary Fund (IMF). 

The embassy spokesman said he 
did not know if any of the mee-. 
tings had taken place and would 
not disclose where Mr. De Kock 
was going. 

However, banking sources here' 
said Mr. De Kock had flown to 
New York, where he met officials 
of leading American banks last 
week, ana would probably remain- 
in the city until travelling to Lon- 
don on Wednesday. 

He is expected to fly on to other 
European countries, including 
Switzerland, later in the week for 
talks with private banking off- 
icials. 


Investors buy 51% share 
in big Swiss watch firm 

ZURICH (R) — A group of businessmen led by Zurich consultant 
Mr. Nicolas Hayek said Monday ithad bought a majority share in tile 
country’s largest watchmaking conglomerate from the banks which 
helped rescue it in 1983. 

The long-discussed move gives Mr. Hayek' s group a 51 per cent 
share in SMH — Societe Suisse de Microelectromque et cTHor- 
logerie — makers of brands which include Omega. Tissot Longines 
and the low-price “Swatch" fashion watch. 

The banks. led by the Swiss Bank Corporation and the Union Bank 
’ of Switzerland, have irirtually owned the whole of the ailing con- 
glomerate after spending 660 million Swiss francs ($245 million) on 
rescuing and merging its two parts. 

They had said they would sell off their shareholding once the* 
company had been successfully restructured — at a value to recover 
their investment rather than at a profit. 

A Swiss Bank Corp. spokesman said the banks now owned about 
.30 to 35 per cent of the shares. 

Mr. Hayek. brought in by the banks in January to help reorganise 
ASUAG/SSIH as it was then known, took an option to buy a maj- 
ority holding when he and industrialist Mr. Stephan Schmidheiny 
bought their initial seven per cent joint share. 


Grain stocks rise, millions starve 

PEKING (R) — World foodgrain stocks have been increasing for the 
last three years yet millions of people in sub-Saharan Africa are 
starving, a food conference was told Monday. 

Speakers said the contradiction was a result of falling food pro- 
duction and rising population and foreign debt in many of the str- 
icken countries, compounded by war. transport and distribution 
problems.

The 500.000 barrel per day 
(b/d) line will parallel an existing 
one miltion b/d pipe from Iraq's 
Kirkuk oilfields to Turkey's Med- 
iterranean port of Yumurtalflc. It 
forms part of Iraq's drive to exp- 
and its export channels, since war 
with Iran has severed its tra- 
ditional route through the Gulf. 

The Italian firm Saipem SPA., 
said the Iraqi State Energy Com- 
pany awarded a contract for the 
Iraqi side of the line to the con- 
sortium. comprising Saipem and 
the Turkish companies Kutiutas 
Holding A 5. and Tekfen Insaat 
ve Ticaret A.S. 

The Iraqi segment, worth $230 
million, entails laying 312 kil- 
ometres of 46-inch pipe to the 
Turkish border.

Tamil rebels kill 6 policemen, 2 officials 


COLOMBO (R) — Tamil sep- 
aratist guerrillas killed six pol- 
icemen and murdered two top 
Tamil politicians in overnight inc- 
idents. the Sri Lankan gov- 
ernment said Tuesday. 

A government spokesman said 
the guerrillas killed six policemen 
and wounded 1 2 in a massive ass- 
ault on a police station in eastern 
province. 

He also said the bullet- riddled 
bodies of A.M. Alalasunderam 
and Visvanather Dhannalingara. 
senior member* of the largest 
Tamil party who were kidnapped 


by guerrillas Monday night, had' 
been found near their homes in' 
northern Jaffna district. 

The two men were former 
members of parliament of the 
Tamil United Liberation Front 
(TULF). Mr. Alalasunderam also 
was its administrative secretary. 

Jaffna residents said two more 
former TULF parliamentarians 
are missing from their homes in 
northern province. 

“They have also been kid- 
napped by the militants or they 
have gone into hiding." one res- 
ident said.

The Supreme Headquarters 
Allied Powers Europe (SHAPE) 
said in a statement that exercise 
"Display Determination 85" 
would be staged from Sept. 15 to 
Oct. 23 as part of the “autumn 
forge" annual manoeuvres str- 
i etching from Turkey to Norway. 

Italy. Portugal. Turkey, and the 
United States will take-part in the 
exercises in Turkish Thrace, 
north-eastern Italy and Sardinia. 
France, whose forces are not pan 
of NATO's military structure, will 
seod navy and air force con- 
tingents. 

Turkish and Italian ground 3nd 
air forces will be supported in 
combat practice by naval forces. 
U.S. troops, including an airborne 
battalion task force, and Por- 
tuguese troops. 

In Turkish Thrace, another exe- 
rcise. “Archway Express", sta- 
rting on SepL 24. is designed to 
test the Allied Command Europe 
Mobile Force ( AMF) and the host 
nation's forces. 

About 5.200 men and 1.500 
vehicles from Belgium. West 
Germany. Italy. Britain and the 
United States will take part. 

The AMF is NATO's highly 
mobile land and air “immediate 
reaction” force.

ARANYAPRATHET. Thailand 
(R) — Non-Communist Kam- 
puchean guerrillas Tuesday wel- 
comed the retirement of Pol Pot as 
military commander of Khmer 
Rouge forces. 

The radio of the Khmer Peo- 
ple's National Liberation Front 
(KPNLF). monitored here, said 
the move might lead to direct neg- 
otiations with Vietnam bn settling 
the Kampuchean problem. 

.The KPNLF- the Khmer Rouge 
and forces loyal to Prince Nor- 
odom Sihanouk form a coalition 
opposed to Vietnam's presence in 
Kampuchea. 

The Sihanouk faction has also 
welcomed the replacement of Pol 
Pot tty Son Sen. the Khmer Rouge 
defence minister. 

“It is the wish of all the Kam- 
puchean people. We don’t like 
him (Pol Pot).” a spokesman for 
the prince said Monday. 

KJPNLF radio described Pol Pot 
— widely blamed for the deaths of 
hundreds of thousands of Kam- 
pucheans — as die "most brutal 
military leader". HLs departure 
would “bring back sooner the ind- 
ependence of Kampuchea to its 
people from Vietnam.” 

Khmer Rough guerrilla com- 
manders fighting the Vietnamese 
near die Thai border tokl rep- 
orters they had no comment on 
the .change. 


MANAGUA (R) -- The Nic- 
araguan government has said it 
planned a massive military mob- 
ilisation in the next few weeks to 
crush U-S. -backed rebels. 

Defence Minister Humberto 
Ortega told a news conference 
here that the country’s left-wing 
government would use all the res- 
ources at its disposal to crush the 
rebellion. 

He was speaking after a cer- 
emony to mark the sixth ann- 
iversary of the founding of the 
country's post-revolutionary mil- 
itary force, foe Popular Sandinista 
Army. 

Asked whether Nicaragua 
would continue- using Soviet- 


made MI-24 helicopter gnnships 
against the rebels. Mar. Ortega rep- 


against the rebels. Mr. O rtega rep- 
lied: “We are using and will use all 


the weapons at our disposal in 
whatever part of the country, acc- 
ording to foe characteristics of foe 
conflict" 

Mr. Ortega, brother of Pre- 
sident Daniel Ortega, accused the 
U.S. Central Intelligence Agency 
(CIA) of trying to establish anti- 
Sandinista rebel bases in northern 
Costa Rica. If this succeeded, it 
would be “a very dangerous step 
towards bringing Costa Rica into 
foe (Nicaraguan) conflict.” he 
said. 

He alleged that foe aim of foe 
CIA was for rebels of foe Nic- 
araguan Democratic Force (FDN) 
to gain territory in foe north of foe 
country, near foe Honduran bor- 
der. 

The defence minister denied 
that foe Nicaraguan Air Force had 


bombarded populations and said 
all its fire was directed by ground 
forces which monitor r&el pos- 
itions. 


Asked whether the government 
forces would defeat the rebels. 
Mr. Ortega replied: 

“Not only do we believe it. but 
we are succeeding. The triumph 
must be of foe political-military 
type. While we fight, we continue 
our diplomatic efforts to win not 
the war. but peace. 


“We are not bragging, nor will 
we brag that foe U.S. could suffer 
a defeat in the region. What we 
desire is the triumph of peace, 
without victors or vanquished. 
That is to say. that justice and rea- 
son triumph." Mr. Ortega dec- 
lared.

U.S.-French expedition confirms finding wreck of Titanic 


TORONTO (Agencies) — The 
wreck of foe ocean liner Titanic, 
sunk in the North Atlantic 73 
years ago. has been found by a> 
joint U.S.-French expedition, 
according to Canadian news rep- 
orts. 

Dr. Robert Ballard, senior 
ocean engineering scientist at the 
Woods Holf Oceanographic Ins- 
titute. was quoted by Canadian 
Television (CTV) today as saying 
the wreck was discovered Monday 
morning 600 kilometres south of 
Newfoundland. 


Shelley Lauzon. a spo- 
keswoman for the institute in 
Woods Holf. Massachusetts, told. 
Reuters "we cannot confirm the 
reports, but we have no reason to 
disbelieve them.” 

She said the expedition, aboard 
foe U.S. Navy survey vessel 
■Knorr, left Woods Holf in mid- 
August. 

“The interesting thing is they 
weren’t spmfically looking for foe 
Titanic. They were testing a new 
remote controlled underwater 
vehicle called the Argo, which was 
developed at foe Institute." she 
added. 

The team had asked the navy to 
take them to the area where foe 
40,00(Lton vessel sank after hit- 
ting an iceberg on its maiden voy- 


age on April 14. 1912. with the 
loss of 1.513 lives. 


"But they really didn’t expect to 
find it They thought if they were 
going to test the Argo they might 
as well do it in a potentially int- 
eresting-area. If they have found 
the Titanic. I guess you oould say 
.(hey stumbled on h.” she rem- 
arked. 


In a ship- to -shore telephone 
conversation with CTV. Dr. Bal- 
lard was quoted as saying: “We 
came on it (the Titanic) early this 
morning. 

“It was just bang, there it (foe 
Argo) was right on top of it... we 
went smack-dab over a gorgeous 
boiler.” 

He was also quoted as saying 
the wreckage was 4,400 metres 
below foe surface and was sca- 
ttered over an area 500 metres 
long and 300 metres wide; 

“Our' initial reaction was exc- 
itement." Dr. Ballard was quoted 
as saying. ‘'Then a coming down 
off that to realize that we had 
found the ship where 1 .500 people 
had died. 

“To -a lot of us who had res- 
earched it for so many yean, foe 
Titanic has taken on more than a 
shipwreck. It’s a true disaster and 
to finally put those souls to rest 
was a very nice feeling.” 

With its double .bottom and 
watertight bulkheads, foe Titanic 
had been regarded as unsinkable. 
Its vaults were believed to contain 
millions of dollars in gold, dia- 
monds and other jewels. 

Attempts to contact the Kooit 
were unsuccessful as the ship was 
not taking any calls. 

The 47-member expedition 
team includes personnel from foe 
U.S. Navy. Woods Holf. foe 
French Institute of Research for 
Exploration of foe Sea and Nat- 
ional Geographic Magazine. 

The Titanic, touted in its day as 
foe safest and most luxurious oce- 
an liner, has been foe stuff of leg- 
end ever since it sank after hitting 
an iceberg in foe icy North Atl- 
antic. 


Several searches for the British 
ship had been inconclusive, but on 
Monday a French- American exp- 
edition claimed it found foe wreck 
off Newfoundland. 


The Titanic had been the largest 
ship in foe world. 882.5-feet 
(269-metre) long with a gross 


“confirmation of our discovery.” 
"We have all the rights to it” he 
told the Abilene Reporter-News 
in Texas.
